Two Troopers Shot to Death and Four 
Others Wounded. 
Punxsutawaney, Pa., Sept. 3. 
In a 
bloody battle Sunday evening between 
foreigners and the twenty-one mem- j 
bere of troop D, state constabulary, in 
which fully 500 shots were fired, two 
troopers were killed and one fatally 
wounded, while three other persons 
received bullet wounds. 
The murder­ 
ers were surrounded in a bouse at 
Florence Mine, seven miles from here 
The trouble began late in the after­ 
noon, when Salvatore Waltzoch, said 
to be one of the most desperate mem­ 
bers of the Black Hand society, sta ll­ 
ed a fight with a countryman. When 
Sergeant Logan placed Waltzoch un­ 
der arrest the latter invited him into 
the- boarding house to prove his good 
character. Logan had scarcely passed 
the door when one of the three Ital- . 
laos in the house made a lunge at him , 
with a stilletto, Logan retreated, but 
before he got fifteen feet from the 
building an Italian opened fire on him.

Fifteen trooper and several policemen, 
together with many citizens heavily 
armed w ere on guard.

Co-operative Livestock Company Is In 
Operation at Kansas City. 
Kansas City, Sept. 3.—The Co-op­ 
erative Livestock company, incorporat­ 
ed at Denver last July, is In operation 
here. 
The company had Its inception 
last April at the annual meeting at 
Denver of the American National Live­ 
stock association, when it was decided 
"to take action against the recent ad­ 
vance in commission charges for the 
sale of livestock at the various mar­ 
kets. Stock was sold only to livestock 
producers and feeders, and no person 
is permitted to hold more than fifty 
shares. The company will, it is said, 
reduce the commission on sheep and 
hogs $2 a carload, and will boycott the 
exchange of commission men In Chi­ 
cago and St. Johesph.

Ronda, where he saw a bull fight, to 
Bobadella, Granada, Seville and other 
Spanish towns. 
Stensland 
is traveling 
under the 
alias of P, Olson of Norway. 
Hither 
Stansland is ab so lu te ly sure th at he 
is not being followed or has become 
extrem ely careless, for he is leaving 
a wide trail.

Are Mott Gratifying. 
New York, Sept. S.—Escorted by the 


J N ebraska ‘‘home folks,’* more than 
IOO strong, VV. J. Bryan started on the 
home stretch of his progress around 
the world In a special train of five 
cars which left Jersey City over the 
1 Lehigh Valley railroad a t 5:80 o’clock 
Sunday afternoon. There was no dera- 
j onstrntion at the station, but many 
I passengers in the waiting room Intro­ 
duced them selves to Mr. Bryan and 
shook hands with him.

Lincoln, Neb. 
W ednesday when a rousing reception 
is promised by Mayor Brown, who 
Beaded the delegation of N ebraskans 
On the way over tho river In the 
ferry boat Mr. Bryan sm ilingly said 
in an interview : 
‘'Speaking from a 
personal standpoint, the receptions ac­ 
corded to me were very gratifying 
Speaking from a political standpoint 
I think that they showed a marked 
change In public sentim ent along the 
lines of economic questions, especial* 
ly those questions relating to the trust 
issue. 
"The one pleasant feature about the 
receptions is th at I have been so busy 
speaking and going from place to place 
th at I have not had tim e to shake 
hands with all those who had come 
great distances. 
“The reception which my neighbors 
ut home are preparing will be a grat­ 
ifying one. but it can hardly be more 
cordial than have been my receptions 
in the east."
